Arrest on the Charge «f Couspiracy 
and Murder. 

A man by the name of W. H. 
Britt, living about nine miles from 
Clinton, Sampson county, was arres- 
ted about daylight on Thursday 
moning last, charged with conspira- 
ey aod murder under what is known 
as the Ku Klux Act of 1870. We 
learn from the Wilmington Star that 
the arrest was effected by Deputy 
U. S. Marshall VauSoelen, ted 
by Special Deputy C. H. Strode. The 
conspiracy and murder alleged 
against Britt is said to have been 
committed about tive vears ago, the 
the 
name of Oates, for which an indiet- 
ment had been found against him ip 
the United States Circuit Cegrt. The 
fact that he has not been arrested be- 
fore is only accounted for, as we are 
told, aa the ground that he has hith- 
erto set at defiatce the efforts of those 
who have attempted it. On this oe- 
casion, however, he seems to have 
made no resistance. His dweiling 
Was situated in the woods, remote 
from any settlement, with no neigh- 
bors except one colored man for miles 
around. He was found in the piazza 
in the act of performing his moruiug 
absolutions when Officer VauSoeleu 
entered, who, after the usual saluta- 
tions were passed, iuformed him that 
he was his prisoner. No resistance 
was made, though there were three 
or four of Britt’s male relatives in an 
adjoining roows who were witnesses 
of the arrest, 

The officer conveyed the prisouer 
to Raleigh, where he was comunitted

INFLUENCE OF THE SOUTH. 

The Tribune correspondent has 
something complimentary to say of 
the Southere. members of Congress. 
It is creditable to the Tribune, 
speaking through its correspondent, 
that it so generously and unreserv- 
edly admits those peculiar traits 
which gave the members from the 
South their enviable influence before 
the war. And the South will be 
pleased to find it admitted that those 
traits have not suffered by the long 
suspension of their presence in Con- 
gress, and by the disappearance of 
the old generation of Southern 
Statesmen. The Jribune says, 
‘there isa good deal more politi- 
cal sagacity, talent in public affairs, 
and parliamentary skill among 
Southern representatives than 
among their brethren irom the 
Northern States.” Ifthe South, as 
the Jribune asserts, is cager to as- 
sert itself in national affairs, that 
journal may be assured that it will 
not be as mere party mep, nor as 
representatives of a section. It is 
true, as asserted, that “the leading 
men from that section have great 


i business between thai place and 
the towns in the Hast. 
{ According to the Journal, the 
business has already attained con- 
siderable magnitude and has excited 
the jealousy of the older corporation. 


Says the Journal: 


“We have been informed thas Csp- 
tain Wooten has been notified bv the 
Generat Superintendent of the South- 
ern Express Company that he would 
no longer be recognized by that mam- 
mouth monopoly as doing au I:x- 
press business, although he had en- 
tered into bond in thesum of twenty 
thousand dollars to insure the South- 
ern Express Company against loss by 
reason of any through business they 
micht do in common. 

The object of this wealthy compa- 
ny, owned by the Adams xpress 
Company, is to drive Captain Weot- 
en out of business by eutting of all 
communication with him, and to us- 
| urp the business upon the lines over 
whieh his Express now runs.”’ 


Hus the Southern Express a vest- 
ed right in all the express business 
in the State? Is it a chartered 
monopoly? Ifso, how so? Can it 
at pleasure, throw away, and 
gather up? It would seem plajn 
to ordinary apprehension, that 
any company, or man aswell forti- 
fied as Capt. Wooten is represented 
| to be, has the right to undertake the 
enterprise which public convenience 
demands, and which he carries out 
to the satisfaction of the public. 

As the Journal well says, it is but 
right that he should be supported in 
his enterprise, since he has built up 
a good business from notbing. 

But as there are always two sides 
to aquestion, the Sonthern Express 
Company though prima facie in 
the wrong, may present facts which 
will justify their action. 


THE MESSAGE. 

Time has elapsed sufticient to 
learn what effect the President's 
message has had upon the country, 
and to know how far his opinions 
and his suggestions are likely to in- 
fluence public sentiment and the 
action of Congress. An expression 
in the Tribune, in afew short words, 
gives the best idea of the general 
effect. In the language of that 
paper, “it bristles with surprises.” 
On the fiuancial question, the Presi- 
dent speaks as was to be expected, 
saving nothing new, recommending 
nothing novel, but adhering to the 
idea of a speedy resumption cf specie 
payments. Andin regard to rela- 
tions with foreign powers, there is 


excessive in any State, State legis 
tion may control it, but it would be 
a mést offensive obtrusion of the 
power of the general government to 
debase it to the level of the meaner 
and common subjects of revenue. 
This project will fall still born. 

The whole message is full of sug- 
gestions and recommendations 
which show a determination to 
drag religion into politics, as an 
electiongering device.

Congressional Matters—the Freed. 
Bank—Senate and House 
Committees, 


A Washington special to the Balti- 
more Gazette gives the following in- 
telligent synopsis of Congressional 
doings and the probable character of 
the Sen@te and House Committees: 

‘4 number of bills were introduced 
into the Senate on Wednesday, two 
of the most important being the bill 
to guarautee the interest on the bonds 
of the Texas and Pacific Railroad, 
which was reported from the House 
Committee on Pacific Railroads last 
year, and one to indemnify deposi- 
tors in 
THE FREEDMAN’S SAVINGS AND 

TRUST COMPANY 
for any losses they may have sustain- 
ed by the failure of that institution. 
This latter proposition is a most ex- 
traordinary one. It is a notorious 
fact that the responsibility for the 
failure of the Freedman’s Banks rests 
entirely with a few persons who were 
charged with the management of the 
bank located in this city, which was 
the cevtral one with which all the 
branches were required to deposit 
their surpluses. These persons were 
the creatures of the District Ring. 
and more than two millions of dol- 
lars, the earnings of hundreds of 
thousands of poor negroes, were reck- 
lessly loaned to real estate speculators 
and ring contractors upon inadequate 
security. Until these men are prose- 
cuted to conviction for the crimes of 
which they are undoubtedly guilty. 
and made to disgorge some of their 
ill~gotten gains, it is certainly a cool 
proposition to ask the United States 
Government to step in and indemnify 
the unfortunates whom they robbed. 
The Government is in no way re- 
sponsible for the acts of these men, 
and while it may be a very nice piece 
of sentimentalism to propose to make 
good to the poor negroes what they 
lost by trusting their loud-mouthed 
friends, still the overburdened tax- 
payers of the country are entitled to 
some little consideration, 
SENATE COMMITTEFS.
